Congress scrambles 
to wrap up its work 
before the holidays 

Washington 

The Senate on Sunday passed a 
$1.1 trillion spending bill with 
increased budgets for vast areas of 
the federal government including 
health, education, law enforcement 
and veterans’ programs. 

The 1,000-page-plus package, 
one of the last essential chores of 
Congress this year, passed 57-35 
and now goes to President Obama 
for his signature. 

The weekend action underlined 
the legislative crush Congress faces 
as it tries to wind up the year. After 
the vote, the Senate immediately 
returned to debate on health care 
legislation that has consumed its 
time and energy for weeks. Senate 
Democrats hope to reach a consen- 
sus in the coming days on Obama’s 
chief domestic priority. 

The spending bill combines six 
of the 12 annual appropriation bills 
for the 2010 budget year that began 
on Oct. 1. Obama has signed into 


law five others. 

The final one, a $626 billion 
defense bill, will be used as the 
base bill for another catch-all pack- 
age of measures that Congress 
must deal with in the coming days. 
Those include action to raise the 
$12.1 trillion debt ceiling and 
proposals to stimulate the job 
market. 


All but three Democrats voted 
for the bill, while all but three 
Republicans opposed it. 

Democrats said the spending 
was critical to meet the needs of 
a recession-battered economy. 
“Every bill that is passed, every 
project that is funded and every 
job that is created helps America 
take another step forward on the

Politician who won 
runoff vote says city 
is hotbed of diversity 

Houston 

The first openly gay person to be 
elected mayor of Houston says she 
hopes her victory in Saturday’s 
election will change how the world 
views the city. 

Houston is the nation’s fourth- 
largest city and the biggest to elect 
an openly gay mayor. 

Mayor-elect Annise Parker 
spoke Sunday at a press conference 
after defeating former city attor- 
ney Gene Locke with 53.6 percent 
of the vote in the hotly contested 
runoff election. Parker takes office 
as mayor Jan. 1. 

Parker calls her election a his- 
toric day for Houston’s gay and les- 
bian community. She says she hopes 
it shows the world that Houston is 
a diverse international community 
that welcomes everyone. 



The city of 2.2 million has about 
60,000 residents who identify 
themselves as gay or lesbian. 

“This election has changed the 
world for the gay, lesbian, bisexu- 
al and transgendered community. 
Just as it is about transforming the 
lives of all Houstonians for the bet- 
ter, and that’s what my adminis- 
tration will be about,” Parker said 
after Locke conceded defeat Sat- 
urday. (AP)

Negotiators seek key

climate conference 


Copenhagen 

As police cracked down on climate 
protesters, church bells tolled 350 
times Sunday to impress on the 
U.N. global warming conference 
a number that is gaining a fol- 
lowing but is also awash in con- 
tradictions. 

Conference negotiators went 
behind closed doors in talks to pin 
down an elusive new pact on cli- 
mate talks in which the figure 350 
looms as a goal for true believers, 
but one that appears impossible 
based on progress so far. 

It refers to 350 parts per mil- 
lion of carbon dioxide in the atmo- 
sphere, the highest concentration 
that some leading scientists say the 
world can handle without sparking 
dangerous climate effects. 

“It’s the most important num- 
ber in the world,” said Bill McKib- 
ben, founder of the activist group 
350.org. “It’s the line between hab- 
itability on this planet and a real- 
ly, really desolate future.” 

About 100 nations at the U.N. 
climate summit have signed on to 
the idea of heading for 350.

An attacker hurled a statuette at 
Italian Premier Silvio Berlusconi, 
striking the leader in the face at the 
end of a rally on Sunday and leav- 
ing the stunned 73-year-old with a 
bloodied mouth, police said. 

The 42-year-old man accused of 
attacking Berlusconi in Milan as he 
signed autographs was immediately 
taken into custody. The Italian lead- 
er was rushed to a hospital, where 
he was being held overnight. 

State TV showed Berlusconi with 
blood under his nose, on his mouth

and under one eye as he was lifted to 
his feet by aides after the attack. The 
leader was hustied into a car, but he 
immediately got out, apparently to 
show he was not badly injured.

Crises Roil Philippines 



As three-day hostage 
standoff ends, Islamic 
radicals aid jailbreak 

Manila, Philippines 

Tribal gunmen freed 47 hostages 
in the southern Philippines on Sun- 
day, but the region continued to be 
wracked by violence as suspected 
Islamic radicals staged a deadly jail- 
break in which dozens of inmates 
were freed, including comrades 
accused of beheading marines. 

The three-day hostage standoff 
in Agusan del Sur province and the 
jail raid on Basilan island come on 
the heels of a political massacre last 
month in a nearby frontier region 
in which 57 people were killed. 
The back-to-back crises underscore 
the complexity of conflicts raging 
in the country’s south, an impov- 
erished region awash with fire- 
arms, outlaws, political warlords 
and Muslim insurgents. 

On Basilan island, a new securi- 
ty dilemma unfolded early Sunday 
when about 70 suspected Islamic 
radicals stormed the provincial jail 


Captors Appeased 

The 47 hostages freed Sunday 

were among the more-than 75 peo- 
ple who were snatched Thursday by 
gunmen trying to evade police serv- 
ing warrants for a string of charges, 
including murder. Some of the hos- 
tages were freed immediately after 
the kidnapping. Vice Gov. Santiago

Regulation 


The House passed legislation Friday 
governing Wall Street, the biggest 
overhaul of laws covering banks and 
other financial institutions since the 
New Deal. Senate action is expected 
early next year. Here’s what the leg- 
islation could nnean for you if it winds 
up on President Obanna's desk. 

Who does the legislation affect? 

Financial institutions, both banks and 
nonbanks; honneowners, borrowers 
and credit card holders; insurance 
connpanies; hedge funds; traders in 
connplex derivatives; and securities 
rating connpanies. 

What changes are consumers 
likely to see if Congress passes 
the bill? 

The legislation creates a Consunner 
Finance Protection Agency that would 
oversee consunner lending — nnort- 
gages, credit cards, payday loans and 
ternns on savings accounts. It would 
take consunner regulation and en- 
forcennent powers away from bank 
regulators. Under current law, states 
cannot supersede federal consumer 
laws, but the legislation would permit 
states in some instances to impose 
tougher consumer laws on financial 
institutions. Banks could potentially 
escape state laws by claiming they 
“materially" impair the business of

Tiger Woods’ hiatus from golf is 
a first step toward repairing his 
family and, presumably, his pub- 
lic image. But whether the hiatus 
offers breathing space to his cor- 
porate sponsors is unclear days 
after Friday’s announcement. 

A day after Gillette decided to 
withhold ads featuring Woods for 
the time being, global consulting 
firm Accenture Ltd. cut all ties 
with the world’s No. 1 golfer on 
Sunday. “After careful consider- 
ation and analysis, the company 
has determined that he is no lon- 
ger the right representative for 
its advertising,” said Accenture, 
which became the first major 
sponsor to drop Woods. 

Perhaps sensing what was to 
come. Woods acknowledged the 
damage in Friday’s announce- 


ment that he is taking an indefi- 
nite break from golf. 

“I am deeply aware of the dis- 
appointment and hurt that my 
infidelity has caused to so many 
people, most of all my wife and 
children,” he said in the statement 
on his Web site. “After much soul 
searching, I have decided to take 
an indefinite break from profes- 
sional golf. I need to focus my 
attention on being a better hus- 
band, father, and person.” 

To many people, sponsors’ deci- 
sions might look pretty clear-cut: 


Reports of a growing number of 
extramarital affairs have so dam- 
aged the golfing icon that companies 
should drop him right away. Most 
marketers apparently agree. Seven- 
ty-six percent of marketers said if 
their companies were represented 
by Woods, they’d cancel, reduce or 
suspend the business relationship, 
according to a survey of 600 senior 
marketers released Friday by the 
Argyle Executive Forum. 

What’s surprising is what the 
other 24 percent would do. About 
22 percent said they would main- 


tain the relationship, and 2 percent 
said they would increase it. 

Some experts say Woods’ big- 
gest corporate sponsors can’t pull 
out because he is too tied to their 
brand. “Nike has 800 million rea- 
sons to stay with Tiger — that’s the 
annual revenue he generates for 
Nike Golf — and other sponsors 
are similarly situated,” Scotland’s 
Daily Record quoted sports mar- 
keter Rick Horrow as saying. 

Much will depend on how well 
Woods performs if or when he 
returns to golfing. If he contin- 
ues to win major championships, 
then he will probably remain an 
effective spokesman for golf clubs 
and other sports equipment. The 
non-sports endorsements could 
depend on how well he rebuilds 
his image off the field. 

“It’s not quite clear he’ll get 
back to the very clean brand that 
he was,” said Anita Elberse, a pro- 
fessor at Harvard Business School. 
But “time can change things 
very dramatically.” laurent belsie

D.C.’s Achievement Gap Remains 


Federal report shows 
slim gain in racial 
divide of city students 

Washington 

Last week’s federal report card 
on math achievement was a wel- 
come piece of good news for D.C. 
public schools. Although the Dis- 
trict still lags the country’s top- 
performing systems, the report 
card showed fourth- and eighth- 
graders making strides at a faster 
pace over the past two years than 
cities including Atlanta, Chicago 
and New York. 

But what remains embedded in 


the latest numbers from the Nation- 
al Assessment of Educational Prog- 
ress is the persistent achievement 
gap between black and white stu- 
dents both locally and nationally. 
The average scores of white D.C. 
fourth-graders over the past two 
years grew from 262 to 270 (on a 
scale of 500), but their black peers’ 
rose just three points, from 209 to 
212. The achievement gap actual- 
ly grew between 2007 and 2009, 
from 53 to 58 points. 

Blacks’ progress in the eighth 
grade remained essentially flat, 
dipping a statistically insig- 
nificant one point, from 245 to 
244. Average white scores were 
not included in the test results.

because the sample size wasn’t 
large enough. 

The picture across a six-year 
stretch isn’t more encouraging. 
The gap separating white and 
black fourth-graders in 2003, 
when the first NAEP in the Dis- 
trict was given, was 60 scale points 
(262 to 202). Although the scores 
achieved by children in both groups 
have increased during this peri- 


od, the difference has barely nar- 
rowed to 58. 

Some education advocates in 
the District expressed concern 
last week that the gains cele- 
brated by Chancellor Michelle 
A. Rhee and Mayor Adrian M. 
Fenty were propelled largely by 
white students who are already 
high achievers. 

Rhee said the District needs 
to continue to find better ways to 
address the needs of low-achiev- 
ing students. 

“I just think we have to keep 
working at bringing the best inter- 
ventions to those students who 
are below grade level,” Rhee said.

An environmental group says the 
Fairfax County Water Authority 
is among the best in the nation 
at keeping pollutants out of tap 
water.

Manning was sensational, 
throwing three TD passes in the 
first 23 minutes, then mediocre, 
getting picked off three times in 
the Colts’ 28-16 victory over Den- 
ver for their 22nd-consecutive reg- 
ular-season win. While Manning 
struggled late, the defense held off 
the Broncos (8-5) as Indy broke the 
Patriots’ record victory streak set 
just last year.

Down to Business on the Farm 


Woody Woodroof 
traded in his camera 
for agriculture with 
a philanthropic twist 

Woody Woodroof was going to be 
an artist — specifically, a photogra- 
pher, With a 1988 fine-arts degree 
from Ohio’s Denison University, he 
served as staff photographer for the 
Valentine Richmond History Cen- 
ter in his hometown, did “dreamlike 
imagery” with a plastic camera in 
Guatamala, took history-of-photog- 
raphy classes in Arizona and experi- 
mented with making cameras out 
of suitcases and trash cans. 

But as fun as all this was, 
Woodroof s cash flow was in slow 
motion. To make ends meet, he com- 
pressed a full-time job into three 
days at a Tucson group home for the 
developmentally disabled. “Almost 
immediately, I realized these were 
fascinating people with new ways of 
seeing the world — which is really 
what photography is all about,” he 
says. “The job was educational and 
enriching; everything I’d been trying 
to get out of photography I was get- 
ting out of working with these guys.” 
Noticing how poorly the residents 
ate, Woodroof decided to create a 
community garden, A family friend 
offered $10,000 in “seed money” to

Each class has an overnight 
retreat at the beginning and end, 
and a full day together each month 
from October through May. It’s very 
experiential: On the popular public- 
service day, for example, homework 
alone includes a police ride-along, 
a fire ride-along and a tour of the 
county’s emergency management 
center. On class day, participants 
hear from the police and fire chiefs 
and may take part in a shoot/don’t- 
shoot scenario, try the police fir- 
ing range, see how mass-casualty 
emergencies are dealt with and so 
on.

of leaders in every line of work. 
About 1,500 graduates are lead- 
ers in state and local government, 
businesses large and small, non- 
profits, the arts, banking, utilities, 
transportation, etc. Woodroof calls 
the program “incredibly helpful; it 
really connected me to the fabric 
of Montgomery County.” Three of 


Red Wiggler ’s experienced board 
members are from Leadership 
Montgomery. “I would never have 
known these people otherwise,” 
Woodroof says. 

Traveling to County Council 
and General Assembly meetings 
paid off when Woodroof later 
asked both for funds. When lack 
of a long-term lease kept Red Wig- 
gler from winning grant money. 
Leadership Montgomery work and 
contacts helped Woodruff arrange 
a $l-a-year lease on a segment of 
county parkland. A classmate even 
helped him snag his solar house, 
built by University of Maryland 
students for a green competition. 
“Woody is an example of someone 


who tapped the network beauti- 
fully,” Newman says. 

This summer, the award-win- 
ning farm earned organic status; 
it now sells CSA produce to 120 
households and 70 group homes. 
With 740 volunteers and 15 devel- 
opmentally disabled workers, 
it’s planning a LEED- certified 
greenhouse/office, and its donor 
rolls grew even during this year’s 
recession. “I started Red Wiggler 
without all the skills needed to 
carry it forward,” says Woodroof, 
who hosts each year’s Leadership 
Montgomery class for a barn lunch. 
Thanks to the program, he says 
with a grin, “I’m now a farmer who 
wears a suit.” ellen ryan 


take the concept further. Woodroof 
mulled it over while he traveled 


east in late 1995 to photograph 
two weddings, crashing in anoth- 
er friend’s barn near Clarks- 


burg, Md. It turns out that 
the friend, who had run 
a community-support- 
ed agriculture program 
(CSA) for three years, 
wanted to move. Woodroof 


agreed to take over, and by 
January 1996 he approached the 
Arc of Montgomery County with 
the $10,000, asking to hire devel- 
opmentally disabled farm workers. 
With Red Wiggler Community 
Farm, Woodroof aims to employ 
developmentally disabled people, 
provide healthy food to group 
homes and food banks, educate 
young volunteers in environmental 
stewardship and keep rural areas 
farmed while selling produce to 
support the operation. 

But that first year, only 12 
households bought into Red Wig- 
gler’s CSA. As a nonprofit direc- 
tor, Woodroof was out of his ele- 
ment. “I was just an artist,” he 
says. “There wasn’t a lot of sales- 
manship there.” An employee’s 
mother suggested that Woodroof 
apply to Leadership Montgomery’s 
1998-99 class. Leadership Mont- 
gomery is an intensive, hands-on, 
10-month leadership -develop- 
ment program in which people 
who live or work in the county 
explore and discuss community 


concerns. 


“We educate, connect and 
inspire community leaders,” says 
founder Esther Newman. Similar 


programs exist in most area juris- 
dictions; Newman says there are 
2,500 across the country. 

Each year’s class of 45 to 49 is 
diverse in vocation, ethnicity, gen- 
der, geography, age and income. 
Those chosen must have a record 
of community service. Einancial 
assistance means no one is turned 


away who can’t afford the $3,850 
fee, though all must put up at least 
$375 themselves to show commit- 
ment. The application deadline for 
2010’s class is May 7 (see Leader

‘Songwriting: Digging 
Deeper’ will give you 
the right words to 
make your tune pop 

Musically inclined is one thing. 
Lyrically inclined can be quite 
another. Do you find a melody 
comes easily to your mind but put- 
ting words to your tune eludes you? 
There’s a class for that, 

“Songwriting: Digging Deeper” 
at the Writer’s Center aims to help 
songwriters overcome and avoid 
writer’s block. 

But first students have to get 
over shyness, says Cathy Fink, class 
instructor and a songwriter with two 
Grammy Awards and 11 Grammy 
nominations under her belt, “When 
you’re sharing your songs, you’re 
sharing something veiy personal. It’s 
not like a math class where every- 
body has the same answer if you’re 
going to be correct,” 

The Basics 

The class is open to 15 people “who 
are already pretty good songwrit- 
ers and are ready to take their 
writing to the next level,’ 

Fink says, adding that 
it’s about lyrics, not 
musical notes, and all 
genres are welcome, 

“We share a lot of 
songs; we critique each 
other’s songs; we talk about 
the elements of a really, really great 
song,” Fink says, “I tend to give a 
lot of assignments that keep people 
writing, keep the juices flowing,” 

Students should bring a song 
they’ve written and a way to play 
it to the first class, such as with 
an instrument or as a record- 
ing, Each of the six classes will 
involve writing assignments and 
homework, 

“Sometimes I will bring in an 
instrument or two and create a 
groove and say to people, 'Now try 
writing something to this’ or 'Try 
not writing a song but just word- 


associating to it,”’ she says, “One 
of my favorite assignments is 
finding a story in the news- 
paper or a line in the 
newspaper that’s worth 
writing a song about. 
It helps you learn that 
as a songwriter, you 
are required to sit down 
and write,” 

What You’ll Learn 

Great songs have universal appeal, 
Fink says, “What we’re trying to do 
is create a process of writing songs 
that makes the songs of interest 
to others. It’s an opportunity for 
people to write songs not just for 
their own personal journals, so 
to speak. If you’re going to sing a 
song for other people, or if you’re 
going to ask other people to listen 
to it, it has to start meeting some 
other criteria,” 

Fink and three guest lecturers 
will give airtime to song hooks (the 


line that makes the song memora- 
ble), story-building and the impor- 
tance of editing and revising, 

“At the end of [six] weeks, 
everybody is going to have a 
bunch of new songs that they 
have really, really, really worked 
on,” she says. 

But turning them into hits is up 
to you, “Nothing changes unless 
you change it. Nothing grows 
unless you grow it. What people 
get out of the class is going to be 
determined a lot by how much time 
they spend practicing,” 

What’s the Deal?

Ray Romano and 
CO. give the midlife 
crisis a face-lift with 
‘Men of a Certain Age’ 


Television Review 

There’s something rare and won- 
derful about “Men of a Certain 
Age” (tonight at 10), and yet it 
keeps seeming either vaguely or 
highly familiar. For viewers of 
a certain outlook, the show also 
plunks resounding chords of pain- 
ful affirmation. 

Ray Romano, a living saint at 
CBS for his nine hugely profitable 
seasons of “Everybody Loves Ray- 
mond,” created and co-wrote the 
series with Mike Royce, a “Ray- 
mond” writer and producer, and 
what makes the show ambitious 
is not that it ventures into virgin 
territory but that it has the cour- 
age to add to voluminous literature 
on its subject, the great American 
midlife crisis. Before you say “Oh, 
no, not that again,” take a look — 
and risk being enthralled. 

“Midlife” takes in a lot of territo- 
ry: such related subjects as divorce, 
fear of aging, fear of dying and, of 
course, fear of fear. In the show, 
Romano proves himself genuinely 
an actor. This, however, is a show 
with three starring parts; the other 
two are filled by Scott Bakula — 
in the best series role of his life — 
and Andre Braugher, who immor- 
talized himself in “Homicide: Life 
on the Street.”

Bakula 
shows refreshing depth and matu- 
rity as Terry, the third member of 
the group and the one most des- 
perately clinging to youth. 

Honesty is one of the show’s 
great virtues. Another is its ability 
to keep a positive outlook and not 
become a dirge, despite the sober- 
ing realities being bandied about. 
The bandying is outstanding, pre- 
sumably compelling, even for those 
who are only tangentially acquaint- 
ed with the woes of middle age, a

Dominick Dunne’s 
new novel is more 
frivolous than fun 

Book Review 

Dominick Dunne died earlier this 
year on the very unlucky date of 
Aug. 26, just one day after Sen. 
Ted Kennedy. That his obituary 
was so thoroughly overshadowed 
seems tragically 
ironic, considering 
Dunne’s fascina- 
tion, which resulted 
in some particular- 
ly incisive commen- 
tary over the years 
on the corruptive 
influence of money and power. 

Well-versed in the art of name- 
dropping, Dunne sought fame him- 
self, or at least increasing proximi- 
ty to fame. But what kept him from 
becoming simply another hanger- 
on was that he seemed to belong 
so thoroughly to another time, a 
rosy heyday when the goings-on 
of moneyed New Yorkers counted 
as salacious gossip even outside 
Manhattan. 

During his lifetime, Dunne 
wrote four works of nonfiction, 
seven novels and countless articles 
and journals, mostly for “Vanity 
Fair.” His first posthumous book

is fiction, and its title is enticing: 
“Too Much Money” could describe 
any of his literary undertakings, 
whether their events are real or 
imagined. Unfortunately, he is a 
better chronicler than inventor, 
and this novel is both slim and 
overlong, repetitive and scandal- 
ously tedious. 

At the center of the novel is 
Augustus “Gus” Bailey, a thinly 
veiled stand-in for the author him- 
self Bailey is a writer for a fiction- 
al magazine called Park Avenue. 


He is being sued for libel by a con- 
gressman who bears an uncanny 
resemblance to Gary Condit, and 
he is being stalked by the third- 
richest woman in the world. 

Nothing much happens in “Too 
Much Money,” and it’s impossible to 
get caught up in this world of reflect- 
ed glamour. Bailey shows up at din- 
ner parties and restaurants, report- 
ing on the goings-on of a gaggle of 
society women. But there’s no illu- 
minating scandal to lend “Too Much 
Money” a gossipy frisson nor a story 
line to give any sense of stakes to 
these characters’ predicaments. 
Especially during this recession, 
it seems more frivolous than fun.

Both lighthearted and deadly 
serious, “Jesus” beseeches view- 
ers to at least think about their 
consumerism and to support 
small Main Street stores instead of 
faceless corporate entities. It also 
decries the disappearance of the 
public forum for dissent and con- 
trary ideas, particularly those that 
challenge corporations. 

The film observes that many 
people live in places without side- 
walks or town squares, where 
they are forced to drive from a 
private home to a private mall, a 
place where the free expression of 
First Amendment rights is con- 
sidered trespassing. And the Rev 
Billy has the arrest record to prove
